When one understands the scien­ 
tific principles underlying the mak­ 
ing of bread one realizes that bread 
can he made iti less than twenty- 
four hours.

If we put four cakes into a loaf 
of bread we put in four times the 
number of plants introduced in the 
use of one cake therefore the dough 
rises four times as quickly. 
As llm 
yeast grows, alcohol is produced in 
iidddition to 
the 
carbon 
dioxide. 
When the yeast has grown 
for 
a 
certain period the alcohol is present 
in large enough quantities to kill the 
yeast plant, 
immediately other or­ 
ganism, always present, begin their 
growth and these are often respon­ 
sible for the had smell and taste of 
bread. 
The dough should rise to 
twice its size and should immediate­ 
ly he kneaded for the loaf when this 
stage is reached. 
Compressed yeast is the most re­ 
liable yeast to use because the cake 
is less liable to contain other organ­ 
isms. However good bread can he 
made with the liquid or beer or dry 
yeast. 
The two hour process can 
not be used with these yeasts how­ 
ever, because the yeast 
does 
not 
contain enough yeast plants, in a 
given amount. 
If the yeast is used 
in large enough quantities to supply 
the plants needed 
there 
are 
too 
many other 
organism 
introduced 
that may injure the taste of 
the 
bread. 
Yeast 
plants must 
he 
supplied 
with food, moisture, and warmth for 
growth. 
The food is 
supplied 
for 
the yeast thru the other ingredio .s 
used in the 
dough. 
Bread-dough 
should be kept at a temperature of 
about 72 degrees F. while rising. Do 
not set the dough next to the stove 
in such a manner that one half is 
too warm and the other half is too

.That under done bread is very in 
digestible is well known yet many 
women persist in baking three and 
four loaves in a pan, for forty-live 
minutes and called the bread done. 
The only sure method of baking is 
that of baking one loaf in a pan foi 
one hour to one hour 
and 
fifteen 
minutes. 
The 
object 
in 
baking 
bread is to kill all tin* yea>t plants 
and thirty or forty minutes is not 
a long enough period in which to do 
this. 
The following is a receipt that 
may he used in making bread 
by 
the “ quick method.”

I quart liquid, 2 level teaspoons 
sugar, 3 level teaspoons lard, 2 level 
teaspoons salt. 
[ cake to 4 
cakes 
compressed yeast. 
Place the sugar, salt and lard in 
the mixing howl. 
Place the veast 
in a small amount of water to sof­ 
ten. 
Heat the 
milk 
to 
scalding 
point and pour over the three ingre­ 
dients in the 
mixing 
howl. 
Allow 
this mixture to cool until the ten 
perature 
is 
about 
72 
degrees F. 
When the temperature 
is 
correct, 
add the dissolved veast. 
Add 
the 
Hour a little at a time, heating the 
mixture thoroughly. 
When too stiff 
to heat any longer place the dough 
on the bread hoard and begin the 
kneaking, 
adding 
flour 
gradually. 
As so on as the dough does not stick 
to the fingers enough flour has been 
used. 
(Mean the mixing b o w l and 
grease it 
with 
butter. 
Place 
the 
dough in tlie howl and cover it with 
a plate or lid. 
When the dough has 
risen4 sufficiently knead it thorough­ 
ly. 
Make into loaves and allow to 
rise the second time until twice the 
original size. 
Bake in
